Little Change Noted in Commodity, 
Feed Price Ratios Except Hog-Corn 


WASHINGTON—Minor variations 
were noted in the relationships of 
what farmers received for livestock 
and poultry products and what they 
paid for feed in the month which 
ended Dec. 15. The broiler-feed and 
egg-feed ratios decreased 0.1, turkey- 
feed was up 0.5 and slight declines 
were recorded in the milk-feed and 
butterfat-feed ratios. The hog-corn 
ratio increased 1.6, more than mak- 
ing up for the 1.3 decline noted in 
the month ending Nov. 15. 

The U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture report on farm prices shows 
that on Dec. 15 a dozen eggs would 
buy 10.4 lb. feed compared with 10.5 
a month earlier. Both figures are 
somewhat below the 13.9 lb. in De- 
cember, 1955, and the 10-year aver- 
age of 11.4 Ib. (See table on page 70.) 

On Dec. 15 a pound of milk would 
buy 1.49 lb. dairy concentrate feed 
compared with 1.53 for the previous 
month and 1.45 a year earlier. In 
mid-December a pound of butterfat 
would buy 22.4 Ib. concentrate, a de- 
cline from the 23.1 lb. of mid-Novem- 
ber and nearly the same as the 22.2 
lb. for December, 1955. 

The USDA report shows that the 
broiler-feed ratio on Dec. 15 was 
down slightly. On Dec. 15 a pound 
of live broiler would buy 3.4 Ib. feed. 
The ratio has since improved. 

A substantial increase in hog prices 
caused the hog-corn ratio to increase 
to 13.3 on Dec. 15. A month earlier 
it was 11.7 and a year earlier 92 

The turkey-feed ratio was 7.8 in 
mid-December, somewhat above the 
7.3 on Nov. 15. 

The feed price index advanced 1% 
during the month ended Dec. 15. 
Grain by-products, mixed dairy feed 
and feed grains were moderately 
higher. 

The average prices paid for feed

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More ‘Family’ Farms 


HANGES in farming are important to feed men, because they are bound 
? to influence feeding practices. Generally, the larger and more efficient 
the farm, the better the market for formula feeds 

One of the sounder farm economists, Dr. O. B. Jesness of the University 
of Minnesota, expresses the opinion that the nation's farms will continue to 
decline in numbers, but that they will be larger units. He brings out these 
points 

The farm of today is more of a “family type” than ever. The individual 
farmer is hiring fewer men and doing more of the work himself. If 
corporations were taking over farming there would be more—not fewer 
hired workers on farms 

The trend toward larger farms will continue because many units today are 
still too small to use modern machinery and technology efficiently. Many 
farms need to grow larger to replace wear and tear on human beings with 
labor saving machinery 

Those who would restrict the size of farms by some arbitrary limit 
overlook the fact that farmers themselves are not standardized. The best 
guide for desirable farm size is that the farm should fit the capacity and 
ability of its operator. 

Farm programs, too, have to undergo an adjustment, Entirely too much 
hope and faith have been placed in trying to influence prices by price 
supports. Efforts should be shifted to bring agriculture into better adjustment 
with available markets—-to attack the cause rather than just treat symptoms. 

“This is not to say that all price supports ought to be abandoned,” Dr. 
Jesness says. “Sudden removal of them would mean chaos in wheat and 
cotton markets. What we do need is to develop more programs of adjustment 
so that we will not have to rely on warehouse filling price supports. Clearly, we 
will want to keep available some form of aid if serious depression again 
should strike.”

NE night we sat up late watching a big TV production called ‘The Jazz

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Officials to Discuss Grain 
Export Problems With USDA

WASHINGTON January 15-17

The subsidy-in-kind payment has 


been an effective stimulant to the big 
futures markets due to the aggressive 
efforts of the present top staff of the 
Chicago Board of Trade, Julius May- 
er, chairman, and Robert C.

TRANQUILIZER FAILS TO 
SOOTHE CHICKENS 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N.2.—Chick- 
ens with jangled nerves will have to 
walt a while for relief, Scientists at 
Rutgers University Experiment Sta- 
tion discovered that White Leghorn 
chicks were as excitable as ever after 
they were fed a tranquilizing drug— 
the same compound that relieves the 
anxieties of humans. 

White Leghorns, favored by many 
poultrymen because of their excellent 


ege laying ability, have the disad- 
vantage of being highly excitable, 
“flighty.” The New Jersey station 


conducted an experiment to find out 
if tranquilizers could calm down Leg- 
horns. Drs. Maclean J. Babeock and 
M. Wight Taylor, biochemists, rea- 
soned that if Leghorns could be 
soothed with the drug, they might 
use leas feed for nervous energy and 
more for producing eggs. They put 
meprobamate into the feed of week- 
old chicks, But they could find no 
consistent effect of the drug on ac- 
tivity of the birds, nor was growth 
or feed efficiency improved.

2% Increase in Livestock Production 
Would Eliminate Crop Surpluses 


ST. PAUL—Prffective promotion of 
the production and marketing of 
livestock products could do more 
than help the feed business—it could 
eliminate crop surpluses. 

By shifting 10% of the land now 
used for food and industrial crops 
to raising livestock, American farm- 
ers could balance food production 
and consumption, a leading economist 
said this week. 

Speaking at Farm and Home Week 
at the University of Minnesota, Dr. 


Herrell De Graff, food economist 
from Cornell University, Ithaca, 
N.Y., said that if this shift took 


place, “Output of food and industrial 
crops would be reduced by 10%, and 
livestock production would be in- 
creased only 2%.” 

With periodic large meat supplies 
and low livestock prices, many per- 
sons would not be looking for an 
immediate increase in production. 
But Dr. De Graff's figures show the 
possibilities in more output and 
profitable marketing of livestock.

Solutions to the farm income prob- 
lem, declared Dr. De Graff, “are not 
to be found in crop price supports. 

“Over the past 35 years, a modest 
2% increase in livestock production 
would have eliminated all the crop 
quantities that have been called sur- 
pluses. 

“And 2% more livestock products 
over most of these years—-or years 
ahead of us—could move into the 
market without serious price disad- 
vantage to producers.”

a University of Connecticut state- 
ment this week, has resulted in a 
“revolution in the American poultry 
industry and a consumer saving of 
half a billion dollars on _ broilers 
during the past five years.” 

Wide practical application of the 
knowledge of the digestion and utili- 
zation of energy, and ‘confirmation 
and extension of earlier research, 
have followed announcement of the 
work by Dr. H. M. Scott, then head 
of poultry science at Connecticut and 
now head of the poultry science di- 
vision at the University of Illinois; 
Dr. Lloyd D. Matterson, professor of 
poultry science, and Dr. Eflwin P 
Singsen, now head of the Connecti- 
cut poultry department. 


After learning how to prevent 
various nutritional deficiencies in the 
broiler ration, the researchers found 
that substituting corn, a very good 
source of energy, for oats and wheat 
by-products cut the broilers’ feed 
requirements per pound of gain. This 
meant a saving at the time of 20 to 
25% in the amount of feed needed 


and the rate of growth was increased 
about 25%. 

The Yantic Grain & Products Co., 
Norwich, Conn., was the first com- 
pany to produce the new ration com- 
mercially. Within a year, the ration 
was used throughout the East, and 
within two years, it had gained na- 
feed manu 
facturers and poultrymen, according 
to the Storrs scientists. 

The principle on which the Con- 
necticut broiler ration was based has

Unidentified growth factors is a 
term, very familiar to nutritionists 
and feed men. The discovery of the 
“unidentified factors” in certain feed- 
stuffs has done much to improve the 
efficiency of poultry rations. Two of 
these feedstuffs found to be sources 
of the “unidentified factors” neces- 
sary for the growth of chickens and 
turkeys are dried brewers yeast and 
condensed fish solubles. 

The study reported here was con- 
ducted to determine whether these 
sources would improve the efficiency 
of a practical type turkey ration 
which is adequate in all known nutri- 
ents. Approximately 60 large-type 
white turkey poults (30 males and 30 
females) were distribtued into each 
of eight pens. The poults were brood- 
ed under heat lamp brooders on clean 
wood shavings litter. The basal ration 
for the first eight weeks was a con- 
ventional 26% protein starter ration. 
From 8 to 14 weeks, the basal was 
changed to a 20% protein grower ra- 
tion. The following rations were fed 
to duplicate pens: basal; basal + 4% 
dried brewers yeast; basal + 3% 
condensed fish solubles; basal + 4% 
dried brewers yeast + 3% condensed 
fish solubles. Protein levels in all ra- 
tions were kept constant. Birds were 
weighed at 8 and 14 weeks of age and 
feed consumption records were main- 
tained. 

The results of the test are sum- 
marized in the accompanying table:

The results of this test would in- 

dicate that the addition of 3% con- 


densed fish solubles to rations ade- 
quate in all known nutrients will im- 
prove the growth of turkeys. This was 
true at both 8 and 14 weeks of age. 
In this test, the addition of 4% 
brewers yeast did not significantly 
improve the weights of turkeys at 
eight weeks of age but did show some 
improvement by the 14th week; the 
combination addition of the two 
sources was no better than fish solu- 
bles alone. The amount of feed re- 
quired to produce a pound of gain 
was essentially the same for all pens 
regardless of the ration fed 

Both fish meal and condensed fish 
solubles are sources of the unidenti- 
fied “fish factor(s). However it ap- 
pears that condensed: fish solubles is 
a more reliable source of the “fish 
factor(s),” since a growth response 
was obtained when condensed fish 
solubles was added to a ration con- 
taining fish meal. 

Based on the test, the authors of 
this report said that there may be 
some question as to whether dried 
brewers yeast should be added to tur- 
key rations containing condensed fish 
solubles. 


COMMENTS: 

It has been rather well established 
through research work at a number 
of experiment stations that the poult 
requires several unidentified factors 
for growth. The work of M. L. Scott 
of Cornell University indicates that 
two of these unknown factors are 
organic and that one is probably a 
mineral. He says that “one of the 
organic factors appears to be present 
in largest amounts in products of ani- 
mal origin such as fish solubles, some 
samples of fish meal (especiaily her- 
ring meal) and in liver. The other 
organic factor is present in largest 
amounts in fresh forage juice but is 
also present in dried whey, other milk 
products and dried brewers yeast. 
Distillers dried solubles appears to be 
the best source of the mineral! factor.” 

Consistent growth responses to 
sources of unidentified factors in the 
feed have not always been obtained

Because 
responses to unidentified factor sup- 
plements not always obtained 
under laboratory conditions, it is not 
an indication that the will be 
true under field conditions where all

types of stresses are to be found. For 
this reason sources of unidentified 
factors should be formulated into 


poultry rations as a measure of in- 
surance. 

The feed manufacturer should use 
some discretion in adding unidentified 
growth f supplements to his 
feeds. Indiscriminate supplementation 
can be costly and wasteful. Thorough 
experimentation offers the best means 
for determining what and how much 
to add to one’s own feeds. 

Of prime importance is the quality 
of the feedstuffs serving as the source 
of an unidentified factor. A product 
that has been improperly processed, 
or that has undergone deterioration 
and decomposition certainly cannot be 
a good source of these factors. This 
fact alone could account for a num- 
ber of growth response inconsistencies 
that have been observed 

Condensed fish solubles, which was 
tested in the experiment reported 
here, is an excellent source of one of 
the organic factors, but it is also a 
product which can undergo decom- 
position if not properly handled 

W. E. Rogerson of VyLactos Labo- 
ratories stated at the last Midwest 
Feed Production School that the sim- 
plest way to analyze for decomposi- 
tion of fish solubles is to 
analyze for ammonia nitrogen; 0.8% 
ammonia nitrogen is the critical point 
with readings over that indicating 
poor solubles.

On a no-fat diet, maximum weight 
of 314 grams was achieved at the 25% 
protein level. However, where 10% 
fat was added, a maximum weight of 
360 grams was achieved at this same 
protein level. These data suggest that 
protein below 25% on the no-fat diet 
was being used in part to supply en- 
ergy. On the 10% fat diet apparent- 
ly sufficient energy was being con- 
tributed by the fat; therefore, pro- 
tein could be utilized for growth. In 
this same study, it was also shown 
that as the protein level increased 
the protein content of the carcass in- 
creased and the fat content decreased 
However, the birds fed the 10% fat 
diets yielded carcasses considerably 
higher in fat than those of the birds 


on the no added fat diet. Thus, it 
was evident that the optimum 
amount of protein required for 


growth should be present in the diet; 
yet sufficient energy should be avail- 
able for the metabolism of the pro- 
tein. 

Similar work has been conducted 
at the University of Wisconsin where 
two protein (20 and 28%) levels and 
three different energy levels were 
studied. 


Used to Increase Weight 


It was found that, at the lower 
protein level, as the energy of the 
diet was increased, there was a 
definite improvement in feed effi- 
ciency. However, there was only a 
very slight improvement in growth 
at 10 weeks. On the other hand, at

increased by the addition of fat, both 
growth and feed efficiency improve- 
ments were noted, The explanation is 
similar to the above in that at the 
lower protein level, as energy was 
increased, no more protein was in- 
gested. However, if the protein is 
sufficiently high in a high-energy diet, 
then the extra protein will be used 
to increase weight, although an im- 
provement in feed efliciency will exist 
regardless of the protein level. 

Many other workers have conduct- 
ed research in the field of protein- 
energy studies for chickens and tur- 
keys. A very interesting piece of work 
with turkey broilers was conducted 
by Yacowitz et al. at the Ohio Experi- 
ment Station 

Without increased energy, as the 
protein level was increased, there was 
no improvement in growth or feed 
efficiency. However, at each protein 
level where the energy was increased 
by the use of fat, a slight improve- 
ment in growth was observed and 
also a definite improvement in feed 
efficiency 


Similar work with turkeys has been 
conducted by Couch of the Texas 
A&M College System. 

In most cases where calorie-protein 
studies have been conducted with 
chicks, it has been concluded that a 
definite calorie:protein ratio is re- 
quired for chicks throughout all 
stages of their growth. However, re- 
cent work from the University of 
Connecticut, as reported at the 1956 
Poultry Science Assn. meeting, 
throws some doubt on this. In an ex- 
periment where chicks were fed diets 
with protein levels varying from 20% 
to 30% these workers showed that, 
as protein increased, there appeared 
to be a decrease in the calorie:pro- 
tein ratio required for optimum 
growth. 

As the productive energy and pro- 
tein were increased in diets where 
the calorie :protein ratio was constant 
(32:1 to 56:1) or if the calorie:protein 
ratio was increased in diets of con- 
stant protein content (20.30%), 
growth rate increased until the diet 
contained approximately 1150 calories 


per pound. Feed efficiency values im- 
proved similarly. It was suggested by 
these workers that both growth and 
feed efficiency were more closely re- 
lated to productive energy than to a 
definite calorie:protein ratio. 

UNIDENTIFIED GROWTH FAC- 
TOR RELATIONSHIPS—Rasmussen 
et al. have reported investigating the 
effect of various unidentified growth 
factor sources in the presence and 
absence of fat. They found a greater 
response to unidentified growth fac- 
tors if fat was added to replace the 
calories lost when various UGF 
sources replaced part of the corn of 
the basal ration. 

In many studies in the past where 
an unidentified growth factor source 
was added to a diet, it was generally 
done so at the expense of energy, as 
corn was usually the ingredient re- 
placed. Thus, in the past, where this 
calorie reduction was not taken into 
consideration, a lack of growth re- 
sponse led to the assumption that the 
unidentified factor source was not ac- 
tive. The Rasmussen study indicates 
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that, where the energy reductions are 
avoided by adding fat, the influence 
of the unidentified factors is more 
pronounced. 


Pfizer Research 


In this regard, it was of interest 
to determine whether on high-protein 
high-energy diets, there would be a 
response to unidentified growth fac- 
tors. Considerable research on this 
question has been conducted at the 
Pfizer agricultural research center at 
Terre Haute, Ind. 

An early trial evaluated added en- 
ergy, in the form of soybean oil, in 
the presence and absence of a con- 
centrated fermentation ‘source of 
UGF. Four hundred eighty one-day- 
old Nichols New Hamp and Lancaster 
Nichols No. 11-12 Cross chicks were 
allotted to 48 pens in electrically 
heated brooders. Five males and five 
females were placed in each pen and 
reared for a 28-day period on the ex- 
perimental diets. Four replicates of 
each treatment were placed in each 
of the four batteries under a system 
of restricted randomization which 
permitted evaluation of battery and 
pen location effect. Diets were essen- 
tially practical corn-soybean meal ra- 
tions. 

Protein was maintained constant 
(203%) by increasing soybean oil 
meal and decreasing corn when the 
oil was added. The concentrated fer- 
mentation source of UGF (Vigofac) 
was included at 0.45% 

It was noted in every case, for both 
the New Hampshires and the Cross- 
breds, that there was an improve- 
ment in growth and feed efficiency as 
the energy of the feed was increased 
Equally noteworthy, however, is the 
fact that, at both energy levels, there 
with a growth response due to the 
presence of the fermentation product 
No improvement in feed efficiency 
was attributable to the presence of 
the UGF source. 

With this evidence of definite bene- 
fits from an unidentified growth fac- 
tor source at higher energy levels, 
further experiments were conducted 
using diets containing 22% protein 
and a higher range of calories. In one 
experiment, protein was maintained 
constant at 22% and energy was in- 
creased from 946 up to 1210 Calories 
per pound of ration

growth response. Feed efficiencies, as 
in the previous experiment, were im- 
proved as the energy content of the 
diet increased, but again there was 
no effect due to the UGF source

A further set of experiments was 
conducted to study different energy 
levels at a constant Calorie:protein 
ratio. Energy levels were 850, 935 and 
1020 Calories per pound. Protein lev- 
els respectively were 20, 22 and 25% 
to give a constant C/P ratio of 425 
Birds and techniques were similar to 
those of the previous test. Two simi- 
lar experiments were conducted. In 
the first, growth factor sources were 
3% fish meal and 0.15% Vigofac. In 
the second test only the latter prod- 
uct was included since growth in the 
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first test was similar for both prod- 


ucts. 

Results of these two 
shown in Tables 2 and 3 

It will be observed that, in both 
tests, results are strikingly similar 
As in previous tests feed efficiency 
values improved with increasing en- 
ergy values of the diet but no differ- 
ence was apparent due to the pres 
ence of either fish meal or the fer- 
mentation product, From these tests 
it would appear that at 22% protein 
optimum growth is obtained at the 
935 Calorie level. In only one case 
was this not so. Again a response is 
noted for the UGF sources at each 
calorie level; especially it appears 
that there is a tendency to improve 
UGF response as the calorie level is 
increased, although optimum response 
was obtained for the 935 Calorie level 


tests are 


Another two-part experiment was 
conducted. In the first portion energy 
and protein were both increased so 
that the Calorie:protein ratio re- 
mained the same. In the second part 


protein was maintained constant and 
energy was increased, thus increasing 
Calorie:protein ratio. Birds and tech- 
niques of the test were similar to 
previous tests 

Results of this test appear in Ta- 
bles 4 and 5. 

As in previous tests, growth re- 
sponse was least for a constant C/P 
ratio (Table 4) at the lower levels 
of nutrition. The 966 Calorie level 
appears to show the greatest UGF 
response, yet the greatest growth 
occurred at the 1092 Calorie level 
Where protein was kept constant and 
C/P ratio increased, poorest growth 
response was observed again at the 
lowest nutritional levels. In this case 
the growth response to the UGF 
source was increased as the energy 
level increased suggesting that, as 
energy of a diet is increased, a bet- 
ter utilization of the UGF occurs. 
This would also suggest that the 
activity of the unidentified factor(s) 
in the fermentation product (Vigo- 
fac) is related to energy metabolism 


or, conversely, that energy metabol- 
ism is enhanced by the UGF. Further 
work is being carried out in an effort 
to check this theory.

WASHINGTON—The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture announced that 
exports of agricultural commodities 
under Title I cf Public Law 480 
totaled 2,242,380 metric tons during 
the months of July-November, 1956, 
inclusive.

‘Poultry and Feed Men Get Advice 
At Maryland-Delaware Conference 


LAUREL, DEL Silas McHenry, 
poultryman at the University of Dela- 
ware, says broiler growers should 
shoot for these goals in 1957: Aver- 
age weight, 3.3 lb.; feed conversion, 
25 lb. of feed per pound of gain; 
mortality, no more than 2%. 

This suggestion was made as part 
of a day-long poultry conference held 
here recently under the sponsorship 
of the University of Delaware and 
University of Maryland. More than 
250 poultrymen, feed men and oth- 
ers attended the event. 

Since feed represents about 70% 
of the cost of raising chickens, cut- 
ting feed cost was said to be a good 


place to start saving. Lee Lecates, 
Easton, Md., said that feed waste 
depends upon the man behind the 


scoop. If the grower has enough feed- 
ers, the feeders should be filled one 
third full only twice a day. Get rid 
of rats, too, it was suggested. Each 


| one costs $20 a year to board. 


Harold Sharp of Salisibury, Md., 
said: “I am not saying that the most 
money is made with 1 sq. ft. of floor 
space per broiler, but less money is 
lost with that space.” Give the birds 
room to grow. 

Charles Williams of Bridgeville, 
Del., said the cheapest thing a per- 
son can give chickens is plenty of 
fresh air. An assistant county agent 
Ray Lloyd of Georgetown, Del., said 
he has observed many growers who 
do not have proper temperature in- 
side their broiler houses 


Sex Control 


George Blackburn of Vineland 
(N.J.) Laboratories said poultrymen 
have many pleasant surprises in store 
for them due td sex control research 
in hatching eggs. By infusing various 
materials in the hatching eggs, fe- 
male characteristics can be sup- 
pressed so pullets will act and put on 


weight like males, and roosters can 
be suppressed to act like females

Trend Toward Larger But Fewer 
Dairy Farms Expected to Continue 


WASHINGTON — It’s not some- 
thing entirely new, but, says the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, the trend 
toward larger but fewer dairy farms 
is something which bears watching 
as it is a definite part of the out- 
look picture for dairy farming. 

The trend has been going on for 
at least 15 years, but it has been 
speeding up since 1950. Actually, of 
course, this development is part of 
the over-all trend toward more spe- 
cialization in agriculture. 

USDA says information now avail- 
able from the 1954 Census of Agri- 
culture shows that the trend toward 
larger but fewer dairy farms has 
continued into the middle fifties. In 
1954, less than 3 million farms re- 
ported any milk cows, compared with | 
3.6 million in 1950 and 4.6 million 
in 1940.

In some respects, the trend can be 
seen better by looking at changes in 
the proportions of farms with herds 
of different sizes. On this basis, also, 
the trend has been away from 
smaller herds and toward the larger 
ones, In 1939, more than 85% of the 
U.S. farms having milk cows had 
less than 10, and only about 3% had 
20 cows or more. In 1949, about 5% 
had 20 or more cows, but in 1954, as 
seen in reports for several important

dairy states, the percentage was 
much higher, according to USDA. 

Will the trend toward larger but 
fewer dairy farms go on for the rest 
of this decade and into the 1960's? 
Perhaps the best way to answer this 
question, says USDA, is to examine

The movement toward larger dairy 
herds has been influenced by many 
things. Most important, perhaps, has 
been the impact of improved tech- 
nology on feed production, feed han- 
dling, labor utilization and other

phases of dairy farm management, 
according to USDA. In combination, 
these improvements have made it 
both possible and profitable for dairy 
farmers to expand their herds. In 
fact, the new methods usually re- 
quire expansion if full advantage of 
them is to be taken. At the same 
time, they usually require the invest- 
ment of additional capital, which no 
doubt has been a factor in the de- 
cision to discontinue dairying that 
many farmers have made. 

Thus, technology influences farm- 
ers in both directions—some to ex- 
pand their herds, others to go out 
of dairying. As noted above, the re- 
sult has been larger but fewer dairy 
farms. So far as the total number of 
dairy cows is concerned, the two 
movements tend to be offsetting. The 
net effect in the last five years has 
been a slight decline in total number. 

The same technological develop- 
ments, however, also affect produc- 
tion per cow. They have contributed 
materially to the rather substantial 
increase in production of milk per

cow that has occurred in recent 
years. The rate in 1956 is expected 
to reach an average of 6,000 Ib. per 
cow, compared with less than 5,000 
lb. 10 years ago. This large increase 
in output per cow has more than 
offset the decline in cow numbers, 
and the rate may go to another new 
record in 1957. To some extent the 
increase in milk produced per cow 
may have been the result of the 
trend toward concentration of cows

As for the future, there is little 
doubt that technological progress 
will continue. Present technical 
knowledge will be adopted more 
widely by dairy farmers as the prof- 
itability of high-producing cows be- 
comes more generally recognized 
New technology developed by re- 
search also will be used 

Thus, for the next five to ten 
years at least, it seems likely that 
the impact of technology will con- 
tinue, as in the past, to stimulate 
the trend toward larger but fewer 
dairy farms, more milk per cow and 
greater total milk production. Other 
influences, such as price relation- 
ships, will also be felt, but they are 
not likely to shift the direction of 
the trend unless the over-all eco-

ed market requirements in 1951-53. 
Consequently the needed increase in 
production of milk is less than the 
step-up in market requirements. A 
fairly high degree of substitution 
among meats and other livestock 
products is possible, and this reduces 
the precision with which specific po- 
tential needs can be projected. Also, 
it is hard to pick any one year or 
short period as a base that reflects 
average or “normal” relationships 
among the different kinds of live- 
stock. 

If there is no change in total hay 
and forage acreage, pasture and hay 
yields would have to be increased 
about 35%. More feed grains also 
would be needed. 

If projected farm production needs 


for 1975 were met solely through 
increases in area of cropland, an ad- 
ditional 150 million acres would be 
needed. However, trends in recent 
years indicate that only 25 million 
more acres might be put to use. That 
means that most of the job would be 
done by boosting yields or other sci- 
entific advances. However, increased 
efficiency in use of feed could sub- 
stantially reduce the cropland re- 
quirements, since present feeds and 
feeding rates were assumed in mak- 
ing the projection of needs. 

Based on trends assumed in the 
study of future needs, crop produc- 
tion would have to be increased by 
a fourth above the 1951-53 level to 
meet the needs of an expanded popu- 
lation 20 years from now.

The ease with which small quanti 
ties of radioactive material can be 
detected with simple apparatus opens 
up the possibility of using such 
tracers to determine mixing eflicien 


cy. Chemical analysis of samples ha: 
been used and, although usually sat 
isfactory, it is a slow process and 
consequently expensive 

In the radioactive method th: 


levels of activity which are required 
are quite safe to handle without 
complicated equipment. Even when 
the mixing process produces a larg: 
quantity of dust, which is not uncom 
mon, the amount of activity which 
becomes airborne has been shown to 
be harmless 

In mixing experiments it is essen 
tial that the material which is to 
traced should itself be radioactive 
or at least it should carry the radio 
activity in a way that avoids 
ration during the mixing process 
The tracing of the common additive 
manganese sulphate, is one of the 
most straightforward applications of 
the technique, since the mineral it 
self can be irradiated and become 
radioactive, In addition, radioactive 
manganese is easily measured and | 
one of the least dangerous of the 
commonly available radioactive iso 
topes. The ease of measurement |» 
due to the fact that the gamma 
radiations from Mn” are very pene 
trating. Its innocuous nature springs 
from its short half-life of 2% hours 
which is the time taken for the 
radioactivity to fall to half strength 
With a half-life of hours the 
radioactivity falls to one-thousandth 
in a day and so the product may be 
delivered to the customer immediate 
ly after mixing 

Cod liver oil, on the other hand 
cannot be treated directly because it 
breaks down chemically when irra 
diated in a reactor, It was found that 
manganese naphthanate was relative

ly stable and would dissolve in cod 
liver oil. Provided the addition wa 
made within a few minutes of mix 
ing, the oil did not thicken. The 


manganese naphthanate remained in 
solution during the mixing process 
and so the distribution of the oil wa 
truly represented by the radioactivity 
of the dissolved salt 

If it is required to trace a small 
fraction of the bulk material, this 
can be labeled by soaking in a solu 
tion of a radioactive salt. This tech 
nique may not be completely satisfac 
tory if there is a transfer of moisture 
content during the mixing operation 
or if there is a tendency for the salt 
to crystallize out

The desirability of using short- 
lived materials for mixing experi- 
ments makes it inconvenient for rou- 
However, it is generally ac- 
cepted that the usefulness of the 
method is mainly in the assessment of 
the performance of a given plant, so 
that optimum times for efficient mix- 
ing can be determined. It is obvious- 
ly desirable to keep the mixing time 
to a minimum from an economic 
point of view, but it has even been 
suggested that over-mixing can cause 
the vital ingredients to separate out 
again to some degree. 

Since it is desirable to use a short- 
lived isotope, full preparations should 
be made at the factory before any of 
the material is made radioactive. Ex- 
perience has shown that a prelimi- 
nary survey is needed, so that prac- 
tical details which might cause a de- 
lay can be given attention before the 
test. 

If, say, 10 lb. of manganese sul- 
phate is to be added to the batch it 
is advisable to have the full quantity 
of mineral irradiated; otherwise it 
would be necessary to carry out a 
thorough mixing of the active and in- 
active manganese sulphate. Manga- 
nese fortunately becomes radioactive 
very quickly; in fact, 15 seconds ir-

Nutrition Experts Present Results 
Of Their Cattle Feeding Research 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Some of the 
latest developments in livestock 
feeding research came in for atten- 
tion at the recent annual meeting 
of the American Society of Animal 
Production. Nutritionists from col- | 
leges and industry presented reports 
on their new research findings. Pa- 


pers which were presented at the 
meeting will be summarized in a | 
series of articles in Feedstuffs. The 


accompanying article is the first of 
the series prepared by nutritionists. 
It deals primarily with the use of 
stilbestrol for beef cattle; some of 
the work also involved feeding anti- 
biotics. Articles on other aspects of | 
animal nutrition research will appear | 
in subsequent issues of Feedstuffs.

The scope of these papers was 
very broad, covering such general | 
animal fields breeding and gen- 
etics, nutrition, physiology, extension, | 
teaching, pastures and forage, and | 
meats. Only those papers of interest 
to feed men will be reviewed here.

Probably the most discussed sub- 
ject during the meeting was that of 
hormones. Consequently this subject 
will be reviewed first 

A majority of the hormone re- | 
search was conducted on beef cattle 
Of course, diethylstilbestrol has been 
fed to cattle intended for slaughter, 
on a commerctal basis, for about two 
years. Yet, there are many questions 


concerning hormones, and hormone 
effects. The research information 
presented in 1956 has gone a long 
way in answering many of these 
questions. 

Beeson and his co-workers at 
Purdue University conducted an ex- 
tensive study on the comparative 
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Society of Animal | 


effect of oral and subcutaneous im- 
plants of stilbestrol on fattening 
steers, in both drylot and on pasture 
In their drylot test, the cattle were 
full-fed corn and cob meal, corn 
lage, Supplement A, and minerals 
free-choice for a period of 182 days 
Steers fed 10 milligrams of stilbes- 
trol daily gained at the rate of 2.62 
lb., as compared to control steers 
receiving no stilbestrol, which gained 
at 2.29 Ib. daily. When 80 milligrams 
of Aureomycin was fed alone, daily 
gains were 2.37 lb. However, a com- 
bination of Aureomycin and stilbes- 
trol produced faster gains than 
either when fed alone.

When Aureo- 
mycin, fed at the level of 80 milli 
grams daily, was added to the ration 
of the cattle with the stilbestrol im 
plants, daily gains were increased in 
all instances. A greater response to 
the antibiotic was obtained with the 
steers which had the lower level of 
stilbestrol in the pellets implanted 
in the steers. The feed efficiency of 
the stilbestrol implanted steers was 
improved about 10% over that of the 
control lot 


Cattle on Pasture 
Cattle on legume pasture were fed 
8 lb. of ear corn, 1% lb. Purdue Sup 
plement A and minerals free-choice 
The Purdue investigators reported ] 
that the control cattle, receiving no 
stilbestrol, gained at the rate of 2.v 


lb. daily. When cattle were fed 10 
milligrams stilbestrol daily, the rate 
of gain was decreased to 2.08 Ib 


Those cattle implanted with 24 and 
36 milligrams of stilbestrol gained at 
a faster rate than the controls. The 
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rate of gain was 2.49 lb. for the 24 
milligram implants, and 2.63 Ib. for 
the 36 milligram implants. In this 
Purdue pasture test, the only side 
effect observed, which could be at- 
tributed to the hormone treatment, 
was increased teat length. There was 
no difference between this undesir- 
able side effect due to the hormone 
being implanted or fed. 


In a test reported by Montana 
Agricultural Experiment Station 
workers and U.S. Range Livestock 


Experiment Station investigators, 100 
yearling steers were fed 2 lb. daily 
of a 20% protein pellet as a supple- 
ment to native range, for a period of 
116 days. Fifty steers served as con- 


trols while the remaining fifty were 
fed 10 milligrams of stilbestrol per 
day in their pellets. At the end of 
this 116-day period, each group was 
divided into two groups and fed 2 Ib. 
daily of 14% protein pellets for 73 
days. The pellets in the last 73-day 
period contained 5 milligrams of stil- 
bestrol per pound, or a total intake 
of 10 milligrams of stilbestrol per 
steer daily. During the wintering 
phase, the no-stilbestrol-controls 
gained a total of 115 Ib., as compared 
to 127 Ib. gained for the cattle re- 
ceiving the 10 milligrams of stilbes- 
trol. For the entire period of 189 
days, the stilbestrol-fed cattle gained 
309 lb. Those steers fed stilbestrol

lb. The steers fed stilbestrol during 
the winter gained 298 lb., and the 
steers receiving no stilbestrol at all 
gained 275 Ib. 

You will note that the Montana 
pasture results do not support those 
reported above, from Purdue. In 
other words, the cattle in the Purdue 
study fed stilbestrol on pasture did 
not gain as fast as those receiving 
no stilbestrol, while the Montana 
cattle gained at a faster rate when 
fed stilbestrol. Apparently, the dif- 
ference must have been due to either 
the type and quality of cattle on test, 
or a result of different management 
conditions. 


Georgia Test 
The results of a Georgia test more 
or less supported those of the Purdue 
test. In this test, 475-lb. steers were 
pastured for a period of 56 days. 


| They were then divided into a low 
| and high-gaining group, according to 


the performance for this initial pe- 
riod. The low-gaining group gained 
at a rate of 1.10 lb. daily, while the 
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| rate of 1.93 Ib. daily 


One-half of 
each group was implanted with a 
24-milligram pellet of  stilbestrol. 
The test was then continued for an- 
other 114 days. The low-gaining con- 
trol group gained at a rate of 1.02 
lb., while the low-gaining group 
which had been implanted with stil- 
bestrol gained at a rate of 1.30 lb 
daily. The high-gaining-control group 
gained at a rate of 1.37 lb. daily, 
as compared to 1.54 lb. daily for the 
high-gaining stilbestrol group. An 
average of the two groups showed that 
the pellet-implanted steers gained at 
the rate of 0.26 lb. faster. The low- 
gaining groups, with and without 
stilbestrol, gained 0.25 Ib. less than 
the high-gaining groups, with and 
without stilbestrol. You can see from 
the results of this test that the low- 
gaining groups of cattle were stim- 
ulated to a greater extent from the 
stilbestrol implants than were the 
high-gaining groups of cattle 
Adequate Protein Needed 

In a test to evaluate the effect of 
protein level upon the responses of 
beef cattle to Terramycin and stil- 
bestrol, Chas. Pfizer & Co. investiga- 
tors reported that it was important 
to have adequate protein intake for 
satisfactory growth response to stil- 
bestrol and Terramycin. They eval- 
uated stilbestrol both orally and as 
implants. 

This supports evidence that has been 
presented earlier, that in order to 
get the maximum benefits from stil- 
bestrol and antibiotic additives, it is 
necessary first to have a well bal- 


anced adequate ration. Only if a good 


ration is fed, can a cattle feeder ex- 
pect to get economical results from 
these growth stimulants 

Growth responses stilbestrol 
and/or Terramycin were shown when 
protein was adequate. During the 
mid-part of the test period, protein 
was lowered to a marginal level, and 
during this period, growth was slow 
in the supplemented groups as it was 
in the controls. In the final part of 
the test, with a full feed, there was 
a resumption of response to stilbes- 
trol and Terramycin. 

For the entire 182-day trial pe- 
riod, it was reported, steers receiv- 
ing the antibiotic along with oral 
stilbestrol showed an 11% better 
gain than the animals receiving stil- 
bestrol alone and a 6% improvement 
in feed efficiency. 

Research investigators for Hon- 
eggers’ & Co., Inc., reported results 
of their test in which steer calves

The drylot steers 
appeared to have a greater amount 
of finish and glossier hair costs, 
which resulted in an estimated 50¢ 
per cwt. greater selling price. Stil- 
| bestrol supplemented steers (7.5 mg. 
| per steer daily) outgained the con- 
trol steers (2.66 vs. 2.36 lb. per day) 
for 126 days while full-fed on pas- 
ture. The non-stilbestrol steers gained 
| faster (2.00 vs. 1.87 lb. per day) dur- 
ing the 56-day finishing period. 

The results of this test tend to con- 
firm the observations of a few other 
research men that cattle fed a full- 
fed fattening ration give a greater 
response to supplemental stilbestrol 
when fed during the early weeks of 
the feeding period than they do dur- 
ing the later part of the feeding pe- 
riod. The final answer to this ques- 
| tion will apparently depend on the 
management of the cattle. 

Effect on Heifers 

Since heifers have been reported 
to respond to hormone treatments 
to a lesser extent than steers, the 
Illinois investigators conducted a feed- 
ing test to evaluate the effect of 
various stilbestrol treatments on 
heifers. Three lots of 16 heifers each 
were fed 196 days rations containing 
silage, shelled corn, protein supple- 
ment and hay. The treatments stu- 
died were: (1) no implanted hor- 
mone, (2) 40 mg. diethylstilbestrol 
implanted at the start of the test, 
(3) similar dosages implanted at 98 
days, and (4) 20 mg. of hormone im- 
planted each 28 days. Imposed upon 
these treatments was the feeding of 
5 mg. of hormone daily in one of the 
triplicated lots. Single implants ear- 
ly or midway in the feeding period 
did not significantly increase the 
average daily gain, although there 
was a temporary response in each 
case. 

Oral administration of hormone, 
either alone or in combination with 
implants, resulted in an increase in 
gains. The combination of oral and 
implanted hormone resulted in an ad- 
ditive response. Intermittent implan- 
tation significantly improved gains 
over the controls as compared with 
no response to single implants. Ser- 
| jous physiological disturbances in- 
cluding prolapsed uteri, extremely 
elevated tailheads, excessive mam- 
mary developments, and low loins re- 
sulted from the combination of in- 
termittent implantation and oral ad- 
ministration of diethylstilbestrol. The 
on-foot grades were lowered by the 
hormone administration 

For heifers it appears that it is 
| not practical to feed and implant 
| stilbestrol at the same time. Also, it 
would seem that intermittent im- 
plantation (at the level and fre- 
| quency used in the Tllinois test) is 
| not economically practical even 
though gains are stimulated.

turers always to be alert to price 
changes in an ever changing mar- 
ket situation. 

It is especially important this sea- 
son to evaluate the usage of the 
different protein supplements and 
their costs in light of the kind of 
manufactured feed you want to put 
on the market. This is because the 
normal supply of high protein feeds 
can be expected to be in the neigh- 
borhood of 7% larger than last year, 
principally as a result of the large 
soybean crop and the consequent 
large supply of soybean meal. Ac- 
cording to the official estimates, the 
increase in soybean meal production 
is expected to much more than off- 
set the reductions in other meals 
this year. 

Soybean meal prices are compara- 
tively low in relation to the prices 
of most other high-protein feed. On 
a per unit of protein basis and the 
above prices, it may be seen that 
the soybean meal cost is least. 

General price relationship and the 
trends in prices over the .past years 
since 1938 are shown in Exhibit 1. 
In this exhibit the prices of the three 
oilseed meals can be compared. Three 
different markets were used for this 
comparison because it was felt they 
should be representative of price 
change. Therefore, in Exhibit 1, rela- 
tive price isn't quite so important 
a point to remember as is the change 
in relative position. 

Prices of high protein feeds have 
remained lower so far during the 
marketing year compared with a year 
ago, and in all probability they will 


remain relatively lower because of 
the larger supply 

Exhibit 2 indicates the trend in 
production of the three oilseed meals 
in the U.S. since 1930. A tremendous 
increase in the output of soybean 
meal is dramatically shown in this 
chart. It was in 1941 that the pro- 
duction of cottonseed and soybean 
meal was approximately equal. Since 
then the trend in soybean meal pro- 
duction has been almost as rapidly 
upward as before World War II. On 
the other hand, the production of 
cottonseed meal by years has fluctu 
ated around a fairly constant level. 
This illustrates the dynamic impact 
of the introduction of a new crop 
in American agriculture. No one 
rightly knows yet where the trend 
of soybean production increases will 
stop.

Most grain sorghums nearly equal 
corn in feeding value for swine, ac- 
cording to E. L. Quaife, extension ani- 
mal husbandman at Iowa State Col- 
lege 

Mr. Quaife says pork produced 
from sorghums is as good quality as 
that produced from corn. Such sor- 
ghums as kafir, milo and feterita are 
worth about 90% as much the 
same weight of corn. So-called sweet 
sorghums, sorgos, however, are 
usually grown for forage and their 
grain doesn't have so much value. 

In addition to the usual supplement 
used with corn, Mr. Quaife warns, 
sorghum grain must be fed with a 
protein supplement rich in vitamin A. 

The sorghum should be threshed for 
pigs. They shouldn't be fed the whole 
heads, cattle sometimes are, Mr. 
Quaife states. The grain also should

Refrigeration Lacking 


Many Maryland farms still lack 
refrigerated egg holding rooms, says 
Wade H University of Mary- 
land extension poultryman 

Since eggs are perishable it is nec- 
essary to preserve the high quality of 
newly laid eggs if the producer is to 
get the possible price and the 
consumer the best in quality, accord- 
ing to Mr. Rice. 

Newly laid eggs hold their original 
quality best when stored at a tem- 
perature of 55° and a humidity of 70- 
80%. An egg that is grade AA when 
it is laid will drop to a low grade A 
in two days when stored at 80°. The 
same egg will drop to grade B in four 
days and to grade C in six days when 
stored at 80°. If held at the proper 
temperature this egg would grade 
high A after one week in storage 

A survey of 20 egg farms in north- 
ern Maryland showed that one of 
these farms had a separate egg hold- 
ing room. Seventeen of the 20 used 
the home cellar for holding eggs. Only 
one room had a thermometer and

“An all time record market volume 
for the season was expected. But 
chick placement reports indicated the 
movement in October should have 
been 13% less than in July. However, 
instead of being less, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture reported the 
slaughter of young chickens during 
a four-week period in October to be 
337 million pounds—an increase of 
31 million pounds over a similar pe- 
riod in July—normally the month 
consumer demand reaches the peak 
for the year. In fact, the weekly 
slaughter volume in October was 10 
to 18% greater than indicated by 
chick placement reports and this 
trend continued through the middle 
of November. Even more amazing, 
the movement the week ending Nov.

marketable birds would build up in 
production areas. Here's what hap- 
pened: During October broilers in 
storage increased by a million and a 
half pounds—less than % of 1% of the 
total marketed during the month. On 
Nov. 1 the total supply of broilers in 
freezers was enough to last 2-3 days 
if storage stocks were used exclu- 
sively. And at no time did birds on 
the farm reach the heavy weights 
experienced during some critical pe- 
riods in the past. 

“Through a combination of low 
prices and the Western Ranch Din- 
ner, a powerful double barreled ap- 
proach was used to sell the fall crop 
of broilers to consumers across the 
nation. And truly phenomenal sales 
records resulted.” 

The executive committee’s report 
said that while broiler prices were 
low, they turned out to be 2-3¢ lb. 
higher than had been predicted.

moval of CCC inventories. Various 
special programs authorized by Con- 
gress aid in the export of surplus 
commercial stocks, thus cutting 
down on necessary price support ac- 
tivity. The International Cooperation 
Administration and other agencies 
help foreign countries finance the 
purchase of U.S. agricultural sup- 
plies. Agricultural attaches abroad 
help open export markets. Special 
programs direct large-scale donations 
for school lunch and welfare use, 
both at home and abroad, USDA re- 
ports. 

The CCC inventory holdings, how- 
ever, are at the heart of the surplus 
problem. They represent the concen- 
tration of accumulated surpluses, 
which not only cost the government 
heavily but also hang over and de- 
press the market. Ability to dispose 
of these holdings in constructive 
ways is vital in meeting the over-all 
surplus problem. 


Easier to Store 

Dollar sales are emphasized for 
various reasons. One department of- 
ficial has remarked that “dollars are 
easier to store than farm ccmmod- 
ities.” They are also cheaper to store. 
Recent CCC storage costs have been 
running nearly a million dollars a 
day. Sales for dollars also mean a 
greater net return to the govern- 
ment, and less expensive price sup- 
port operations, it is claimed. 

During the period from July 1, 
1953, through Sept. 30, 1956 (three

During the July through Septem- 
ber period this past summer, a total 
of $1,147,153,000 worth of commod- 
ities was moved from CCC inventory. 
And of this total, $815,084,000 worth 
were dollar sales. This shows not 
only a higher rate of total distribu- 
tion, but also a higher percentage of 
dollar sales—71% as compared with 
61% for the entire period since 1953. 
And the proceeds from the dollar 
sales—the cents-per-dollar return— 
are holding right at the rate for the 
longer period, the department claims. 

Largely through cash sales, CCC 
inventories of several commodities 
have been drastically reduced or 
completely depleted. For example, 
CCC has sold out butter, cottonseed 
oil, linseed oil, seeds, and dry edible 
beans. Rice inventories are all com- 
mitted for sale. Wool and cotton are 
being sold into market channels in 
steady volume. 

In addition to direct dollar sales, 
barter operations offer a major chan- 
nel for moving CCC surplus holdings

a synergistic increase in steer gains 


due to feeding the antibiotic to stil- 
bestrol-implanted steers 


Another report told of a study of 
the effect of Terramycin on hor- 
mone-implanted heifers full-fed on 
pasture and in drylot. There were 
three lots, with some animals in each 
lot implanted with 36 mg. of stil- 
bestrol. Two lots were on pasture, 
for 42 and 54 days, before going to 
drylot, with one lot getting the anti- 
biotic. A third lot was full-fed in 
drylot only, with no antibiotic 

During the pasture period, it ap- 
peared that the antibiotic depressed 
grain consumption and increased for- 
age consumption. The antibiofic-fed 
heifers made slower gains than the 
pasture heifers not receiving Terra- 
mycin. Stilbestrol implants increased 
gains in the antibiotic pasture lot 
and the drylot heifers. The research- 
ers said there was no suggestion 
during the first 54 days that stil- 
bestrol implants plus an antibiotic

The pas- 
ture gains of the stilbestrol-plus- 
antibiotic heifers were smaller than 
the gains of the stilbestrol-pasture 
animals or the drylot heifers not 
getting Terramycin. 

The lot of heifers receiving Terra- 
mycin was the only one in which 
stilbestrol increased gains during the 
100-day drylot period. The antibiotic- 
fed heifers also made the largest 
daily gains in drylot, but these gains 
were a little more costly than the 
gains made by the non-antibiotic- 
pasture heifers. The increase in gain, 
it was said, was probably a carryover 
from the pasture phase. 

During the entire feeding period, 
gains of stilbestrol-implanted heifers, 


irrespective of rations, were about 
8% greater than the gains of non- 
implanted heifers. 

The researchers said the study 
seemed to suggest that including

Terramycin in the 
pasture period may have 


rumen flora and stimulated roughage 
consumption. Drylot gains of heifers 
receiving the antibiotic may have 
improved because they were offered 
less roughage during this period or 
because ~y the time they came to 


drylot the rumen flora had adjusted 


to the antibiotic. 

For the entire 154-day period, the 
drylot heifers made their gains more 
cheaply than the pasture heifers by 
$1.74 and $1.37 per cwt. gain, re- 
spectively, for antibiotic and non- 
antibiotic lots. 

Dried Sewage Sludge 

A progress report was made on an 
experiment using urea and/or dried 
activated sewage sludge as partial 
substitutes for soybean meal in steer 
fattening rations. The sludge is pre- 


pared by an aerobic fermentation 
process in which the organic matter 
in sewage is acted upon or digested 
by microorganisms, and then the 
mass is dried. The product contains 
the equivalent of 30% protein. Pro- 
tein supplements in three lots were 
all soybean meal, or soybean meal 
with one third of the nitrogen re 
placed with urea or dried sludge 
Half the steers in each lot were im- 
planted with 48 mg. of stilbestrol 

Results after 70 days showed daily 
gains as follows: soybean meal, 3.56 
lb.; soybean meal and sludge, 3.56; 
soybean meal and urea, 3.80. Cost of 
gain was least for the third lot. The 
lots fed soybean meal and yybean 
meal and urea responded to hormone 
implantation, while the sludge-fed lot 
showed a depression. However, ani 
mal numbers were small, and the re- 
searchers cautioned against attach 
ing significance to the reversal of 
the usual response in the sludge-fed 
lot. 

In still another experiment, it was 
reported that adding 2 |b. of alfalfa 
hay or its equivalent in energy, pro- 
tein, or alfalfa ash to a ration of oat 

e plus a salt-calcium-phosphorus 
mineral mix did not increase the 
digestibility of the oat silage 


In an experiment on supplementing 


legume pastures to reduce bloat and 
increase gains in beef cattle, it was 
found that a crude soybean oil mix- 
ture showed evidence of controlling 
the severity of bloat in one group of 
animals 

The effect of fineness of grinding 
on the palatability of limestone was 
studied, and it was reported that 
fineness of grind has a marked in- 
fluence on consumption of ground 
limestone by beef heifers. When fed 
alone in a 50-50 mixture with salt 
or in equal parts with steamed bone 
meal and salt, finely ground lime- 
stone was more palatable than either 
medium or coarsely ground lime- 
stone

Most feed buyers are staying rela- 
tively close to shore and are pur- 
chasing only nearby needs.

As a result, there already has been 
an appreciable pickup in business, 
both for current requirements and to 
replenish depleted retailers’ stocks, 
and this trend is expected to continue 
for some time. 

The over-all business situation con- 
tinues bright throughout the valley, 
thus insuring steady demand for 
meats and eggs in large quantities.
